Telegrams from Cleveland attribute to 


3Ir. Thomas L. Preeee. vice president of 
the International Union of Bricklayers. 
a promise that his organization Trill ap- 
prove any apprentice school system that 
is acceptable to any arbitration commit- 
tee of local unions and contractors. His 
statement resulted from a conference of 
architects, contractors and bricklayers 
on the labor shortage. 


This is one of the most interesting in- 


dustrial developments in many' years, 
and is decidedly more far-reaching and 
significant than it superficially seems to 
be. 
There is an acute shortage in many 


of the skilled trades, but it is most notice- 
able in the construction industry at the 
present time on account of the extensive 
building operations. 


The apprentice system still prevail? in 


Europe in its old-fashioned form, but it

try years ago. Labor has carefully lim- 
ited the number of apprestices in most 
skilled trades.

J E " Stocker tells many of the secrets, or moie 
accurately speaking, the truths upon which a suc- 
cessful fights against this most common of all ser- 
ious diseases may be waged anywhere. 
I have already quoted several of these truths 


which are available to readers o£ Mr. Stocker's story 
One was to the effect that recovery is best assured 
bv hav<n~ the regular attendance and guidance m 
ail things of a good doctor—medicine or no medi- 
cine. Too many who lose through their own unaware- 
ne«<= "let doctors and medicines alone." 
\nother truth which Mr. Stoeker's experience 


teaches is that rest is the moat powerful ally the 
tuberculosis patient has. 
Although the patient in 


thi« instance learned the importance of rest be- 
fore it was too late, I fear the ordinary tuberculosis 
patient is more difficult to teach—he knows so many 
thin£S "which ain't so." 
It "seems almost as difficult to make a tuberculosis 


patient understand and avail himself of the great 
aid of rest in his battle as it is to impart to the 
layman the rudiments of sanitary or surreal asep 
sis.Here is another great truth which Mr. Stocker s 
story and experience bring out: 


"The knowledge that winter weather was not in- 


jurious to a tuberculosis patient has resulted in my 
losing all fear of the changing weather conditions 
and so-called 'bad weather' 
no longer makes me_ 


feel gloomy or depressed. I go out in all sorts or 
weather (remember the disease is now arrested) ex- 
cept in heavy storms or rains, but I see to it that 
I am dressed properly, wearing rubbers or rain- 
coat as the occasion may require. 
I believe that 


the fact that I had lost all fear of the weather 
changes aided my recovery as much as any one 
other"thing, except the prolonged rest in bed." 


"Weather-phobia, which-is a kind of twentieth cen- 


tury modification of the nineteenth centry night-aiv 
bog'y. is a powerful predisposing or contributing fac- 
tor 'of many or all of the respiratory infections, in- 
cluding tuberculosis. It is painful to acknowledge 
that some of our public health guardians' are still 
doing their darnedest to prop up th,s= bogy and keep 
the laity frightened by it. Let a spell of what mol- 
lycoddles designate "inclement" weather 
happen

America already leads the -\vorld in 


the esten&ive use of electricity, but if the 
ambitious plan announced by Frank C. 
Baum. San Franci.sco hydro-electric en- 
gineer, is adopted, this county will have 
placed itself a full century ahead of the 
old world and a saving of millions of dol- 
lars a year to industrial establishments 
and transportation 
line will have been 


xealized. 
The plan includes the electri- 


fying of every railroad, street transpor- 
tation line, factory and power using plant 
into one immense system. 


To the lay mind the scientific explana- 


tion of the manner in which the electrify- 
ing would be accomplished is confusing.

"2. There is more interference due 


to static in summer than in winter.

Only one man remains of a small 


group of pioneers who had a desire 
for an 
independent livelihood 
and 


homes of their ,own. and who left the 
neighborhood of their kindred to pene- 
trate the dense woods of what 
was 


once part of Seymour but now is the 
town of Osborn. 
This survivor 
of 


the 
struggles 
with 
trees, 
logs, 


stumps, brush and a soil reluctant to 
expose its treasures to cultivation is 
John Hurst. He Js able to describe 
vividly the hardships 
endured 
and 


the rewards afterward enjoyed. 


The work these and other men did 


in felling large oak, maple, elm and 
basswood trees of the vicinity of Os- 
born, chopping, hauling, piling and 
burning the logs, digging out stumps, 
breaking the land with 
no 
better 


tools than axes, l-.andspikes, spades 
and ox-drawn travois, carts, jumpers 
and crude plows, no man can con- 
ceive but one who has 
done 
such 


work himself or has seen it done by 
others. 


After these men had cleared away 


the heavy timber 
of Osborn. they 


sowed their grain by hand, kept the 
weeds in subjection by hand, cut the 
grain, raked it by hand, bound it by 


hand, stacked it by hand, thrashed it 
by hand and often carried loads on 
their backs to market. 
The sickle, 


the cradle, tho scvthe, the handrake 
and the flail of those early days have 
been displaced by the binder, 
the 


mower, the horserake and the steam 
thresher and the present-day farmer 
is unconscious of the change and the 
labor they save. 


John Hurst is the last man living 


of that littlo band of pioneers 
who 


settled in the town of Osborn when 
he did. 


Mr. Hurst 
left Hastings county. 


Canada with two brothers and five 
sisters in the spring of 1S66 to join his 
father who has settled in the town o£ 
Osborn the preceding spring. 
This 


family group came direct to Appleton 
by rail. It took the driver of a yoke 
of oxen an entire day to move 
the 


family over a trail cut through the 
woods from Appleton to the father's 
farm in Osborn. 


"When the family arrived at its des- 


tination, Mr. Hurst "found that Dun- 
can McXabb, Jam-*? Simpson. James 
Daniels, Watson Manley 
and John 


Knox were among the settlers pro- 
ceding the Hurst's in Osborn. On 
the road to what is now the city of 


Seymour, were the Shepherd. Allen, 
Sewall and Harris and Hussman fami- 
lies. 


At that time, what is now the city 


of Seymour consisted • of 
one 
log 
shanty. 


For four years before John Hurst 


settled on his present farm, he lum- 
bered for the Whorton's of Appleton 
near Seymour. The first year after 
locating, he cleared and sowed 
IS 


acres to winter wheat and the second 
year he cleared and sowed 20 acres 
more. At this rate, his clearing pro- 
gressed and his production increased 
until his entire fa:m was under cul- 
tivation and he was considered one of 
the- most prosperous farmers of Os- 
born. 


For a number of years after Mr. 


Hurst's arrival in Osborn, a band of 
wild Indians built their wigwams and 
passed the winter in a sheltered spot 
beside a pond a short^distance south of 
his farm. They hunted and fished for 
a living and made maple sugar each 
season. 


For some time. Mr. Hurst marketed 


his farm produce and bought his pro- 
visions in Appletcn. He often car- 
ried light produce and provisions on 
his back but the heavier loads were 
hauled by ox team.

The moment when an inquirer, after being shown an advertised ar- 


ticle, indicates that while her verdict may not be negative, it at least 
is not affirmative — sne wishes to see what others offer — conies not 
once, but many, many times in the experience of Want advertisers. 
What is the proper ruing to do when the inquirer starts to leave? 


The right thing-, usually, is to be pleasant 
and 
courteous, and 


freely to let the visitor go away. The same situation arises uncounted 
times in the retail stores of the country, and best practice in these is 
best practice of the Want advertiser. 


Said a merchant who has had phenomenal success: 
"I attribute 


much of my steady jp-owth in patronage to my policy of letting store 
visitors go away readily without buying. 
I instruct my salespeople 


never to "hang on" to a visitor, never to seem displeased" at his depar 
ture, but on the contrary to send him away with courtesy and a smile. 


"I figure it this way. A ^policy of hanging on, holding'in the store 


just as long as possible, would make a sale to an occasional person 
But all would be antagonized by it. and. finally getting away, wouldn't 
come back. 
Now. many go away, look at the offerings of others, and 


then come back and buy. They like to come back, because we have 
treated them with thorough courtesy. 


"Being courteous tc the departing inquirer, freely letting him leave. 


sells him in the end." 


This is excellent policy for the Want advertiser. Do this, however. 


Obtain the name, address and phone number, if possible, of the inquir- 
er. Several days later, if you haven't sold your article, cnll up the lat- 
ter. 
Inform him your article is still for sale. 
Inquire whether he has 


bought or not. Many times this little act will result in a sale.
